I consider feinting the greatest of all the legitemate 
tricksot the ring, and it ts a proficiency in feinting 
which makes « pugilist clever more than anything | 
else. There is analmnost numberiess variety of feints; 
in fact they are too numerous to describe, and I don't 
know us they are describuble so (hat a person unaccus- 
tomed to seeing sparring wonkl beable to understand 
what was mexut, sys Bob Fitzsimmons. Feinting 
can ouly be learned by practice and experience. There

sider tricks of the ring. and they are very good tricks, 

- loo, If one knows how to do them well, and blows de- 
livered by these two Methods are among the most 
powerfal and effective that can be bit. 

What is known as the Fitzsimmons shift, a picture of 
which was shown in the last issue, can be accomplished 
in several ways. The first is to feint with your‘teft, 
then step in toward your opponent, placing the right 
foot in front of the lef and at the same time change the 
position of the arms, bringing the right up across the. 
inee with the elgpw poiuted toward your opponent, 
The left should have been brought back when you 
stepped in with your right,.and should Immediately be 
let go at your antagonist’s head or stomach, which ever 
you think can be reached the easiest. As you strike 
the left foot should be lifted from the ground and your 
body swinging with the blow will give it great force, 
while your left foot is brought back tuto its proper 
position as the body is swung aronnd toward the right, 
The head should be slightly bent forward in doing the 
sift. 

The second method is to wait unul your opponent 
leads with his left, then immediately bring the left foot 
behind the right, pointing the right elbow as before, 
with the left hand in frontot the stomach, Strike at 
once with the left for the fuce or stomach, at the same 
time bringing up the left foot to its proper position. 

Another way is when you are infighting place your 
head close to your opponent’s breast. Take your time 
and change your position slowly, as he cannot hurt you 
much while your head is cluse into his breast. The 
blow you give in this case is a halfarm cross uppercut 
for the right point of your adversary’s chin, In every 
case where the left blow is delivered the body should 
turn to the right with the head slightly bent forward as 
the blow is struc:. The knees should be well bent 
while the body is s \inging with the blow, and the teeth 
siould be tightly closed. 

Regarding the pivot blow I want to say, first of all, 
that it isa very dangerous blow, and should never be 
practiced when sparring with a friend. If it is done 
properly there Is a great advantage in its use, but if one 
does not know how todo it right he had best not at- 
tempt itat all, «s he will only hurt himself and commit 
abd toul. This pivot blow is a comparatively new 
invention in boxing, but‘us far as I can learn it was 

never known or used by the boxers of the old school. 
S-veral well-known boxers claim to have invented the

This will bother him some, 
asa matter ‘of course, and he willtry to get awny from 
the ropes out of the corner, asthe case uwny be. Then 
is your time to feiut at his stomach, and at the secoid 
or third feint, turn as I have stated in the first meth, 
but the head must be bent forward im ‘this case, The 
Proper Way to pivotis to turn or spin around on the 
ball of the left foot, Hitting the right foot from the 
ground and swinging it around. This «til add force 
tw yourblow. If you should miss the pivot blow you 
“will find ‘Yourself in asplendid position to d liver the 
shift, 

‘There are several little tricks for saving and gaining 
time, and I will describe one or two of them. Those 
who muy chanee to read this, who have seen my 
fights, cpontinid Fitz-immons, may have noticed 
that when the gong sounded at the close of the rounds 
my opponent has been in my corner oftever than 
I have been in his. ‘This may have seemed accident, 
but it was not, forthat is one of the best tricks for 
gaining time that I know. Don’t you see, if you tl.lisk 


| it is getting near the end of the round and you have 


your opponent over in your corner, when the gong rings 
he will have to walk the entire distance diagonally 
across the ring, while all you will have to do is turn 
around aud sit down. 

Conseqnently you will be resting and recelving the 
attention of your seconds at least three or four seconds 
before he will, and he will be walking these three 
seconds. " Now, ulthough that may seem a very short 
guin of time, still In a long fight, say of forty rounds, 
allowing three seconds a round, it would give you two 
full muintites more rest than your opponent, which I 
can’ assure you is something worth figuring on. A may 
can also galna second or two at the opening of a round 
by wating until his opponent gets out of his chair and 
hasstarted to come to the centre before he rises.

Men Continue in Training, But Mental Agitation May Seriously Interferé With 
Their being in Condition to Fight Well. 





Never before in the history of pugilism was 
such @ persisteyt, energetic legul coutroversy waged as 
- that which is now pending in Cinclunati, Ohio, between 
the Siengert st Atiletic Association and its supporters, 
numbering teousinds, and the anthlboxing element 
backed up by Governor Nash and supported by the 
legul machinery of the State prosecutor, The question 
at issue involves the boxing contest for the champion- 
ship of the world between James J, Jeffr.es, of Los 
Angeles, Cal,, nnd Gus Rublin, of Akrou, O,, scheduled 
to take place ou February 15, An interesting legal 
point isinvolved, ‘The promoters«f the affair, who rep- 
resent the very best business interests in Cincinnati, 
aver that they contemplate hulding nothing more 
serious than @ sparring match which is permitted under 
the legal statutes, Gov, Nas), who is nothing If not ex- 
plicit and is inelined to give things a proper synonym, 
calls it a prize fight, which is legully forbidden, and 
there the question reste ut the time of writing, 

Governor Nash has given his ultimatum and his 
views on the subject are thoroughly set forth in a com- 
munication which he addressed to the prosecuting 
attorney of the county in which the big battle is sched- 
uled to take plicge. Tn this letter he says: 

“T have watched with some degree of anxiety the de- 
velopments in’ Cincinnati of the effort to bring off on 
the 161) of Fébruary next & prize fight or what ts 
known asa boxilig exhibition. I tully believe that the 
proposed affair is to be a prize fight and not a boxing 
exhibition, The ouly way by which mew’s motives as to 
the future can be Judged is by theiracts. Judging the 
promoters of this affair by what has been done and is 
now beiug done, [can reach uo other conclusion than 
the one indic wed above, Two of the most noted prize- 
figitters in the country have been engaged as the stars. 
Amun has selected us referee whose sole fame 
consists of his reputation as a judge of prize fights. The 
principals have been brougiit to Cincinnati and are being 
prepared for the coutest with all tie care and kill with 
which men prepare for prize fights, A large prize is 
offered to the contestants, to wit: A percentage of the 
gross receipts, a much larger prize to the winuer than 
the loser. Thehullin which this contest is to tuke 
place is being» prepiired just as halls for prize fights. 
Seats nre being sold at from $5 upto S36 each. It is 
beyond belief that ordinary men will pay these large 
prices to witness an interesting boxing match, 

‘These prize fighters have been run out of the great 
city of New York and can no Jonger pursue their avo- 
cation there. ‘The mayor and the authorities of the 
city of Chicago have burred that city against them. I 
believe there is no State tu this country, except possi- 
bly Nevada, io which such a show as that proposed for 
Cincinnati on the 15th of February can be ‘pulled = off.’ 
I certainly do t.ot wish to have our laws violated and to 
have our State made the for fighting men, 
whose only visible means Of support is their muscles 
exerted to their fullest extent and skill in brutal prize 
fights. Iam going to avert this disaster if within my 
power.” 

This meaus that Governor Nash lntends to go na far 
us the law will permit him, and a little further, to 
achieve his purpose, and unfortunate us it may seem to 
us Whoare broad-eminded enough see no harm in 
scientifically contested glove battles, all the indications 
point to a victory for the State executive. 

Phere is some speculation as to how fur he can goin 
preventing the fight, The matter has been fully inves- 
ligated by the attorney general,but he refuses to dis- 
cuss it. Some assert that the governor will go to the ex- 
tent of calling out the milltiaif it is necessary to pre- 
vent the fight. This would be an unprecedented action 
but there are none who believe the governor will be 
torced to go that far in accomplishing his determina- 
tion. A question has beeu raised as to the authority of 
the governor to Cull out the militia except upon the re- 
quest of the local authorities, It has been the custom 
for the governor to order out troops only on demand of 
the sheriff of the county where the troops are 
needed. Sherifis have the power, however, to call out 
the militia within their respective counties without 
appealing to the governor. 

Itistierefore evident that the event cannot take 
place without coming in conflict with the whoie power 
of the State of Olio, as well as the opposing elements 
in the City of Cincinnati. 

Mayor Fleischmann has persistently refused permits

The petition covers only five pages of 
typewritten matter and the principal avermeuts are 
described in a quotation from an Oblo Supreme Court 
statement regarding prize fights: 

“The Supre:ne Court is on record in the books as hav- 
ing stated that prize fights are exhibitions of brutality; 
that they are dangerous to life as well as demoralizing 
and pernicious in effect ou the well being and good order 
of suciety.”” 

In addition to this statement from the highest tribu- 
nal in the State the attorneys aver that the contest in 
question would lead to the gathering of tonghs and 
crowds of iile and vicious people, whvse presence 
would be a menace to life, good order, property and the 
welfare of the community iu general during their stay 
in the city, 

Arguments may be made on the application for an 
injunction when the attorneys of the opponents of the 
fight will attempt to show that a contest for the heavy- 
weight championship of the world Is not suchas can 
come under the Ohio statutes.

Jim Corbett is not inclined to belittie the fistic accom- 
plishments of the only man who ever hauded hima 
sleeping potion in a ring encounter, and yet at the same 
time in giving his opinion of the outcome of the bout 
between Jefiries and Rublin he is not | clined to com- 
promise himself by risking an ont and out opliaion in 
favor of either. Corbett, who has fought Jeffries and 
hud manya spirited bout with Ruhlin in training 
quarters, hus pronounced ideas on the subject, and ex- 
presse«] them as follows; 

“If Ruilin uses ordinary judgment, he cannot fail to 
tiay the limit of twenty rounds. Should he lose his 
head, us he did the nicht he fought Fitgsinsmons, he 
will be beaten before the fight his gone many rounds. 
Rublin is a strong fellow, who can take a great thump- 
ing without inconvenience, but he must not make the 
mistake, as he did against Fitzsimmons, of thinking he

The indications 
are that Jeffries will enter the ring 2 2 to 1 favorite, 
but few will bet that the bollermuker will score a 
knockout. This is due to Jeftries’ well-known tendency 
to make a walting fight.

Sievé Brodie is dead, and society, that is, sporting soclisty, loses 
a ulblque and peouliar personality, whose reputation was as world 
wide as it was interesting. Hredie “passe! ia his ‘cards,’ as he 
himeeif would have describet bis death, at San Autonio, Tex., on 
Jan. 81, after an tilntxs which jasted many months, aud which 
eventualls forced him tv abandon the metropolis, with ite rigerous 
climate, and seek more healthful surroundingd in a warmer 
perature, ‘*The Bowery," with which Brodie was identified, 
prepared for a big fuueral demonstration w the unfortunate 
occurrence was announced, aud the event drew large crowds of 
siueere mourners, fur Brodie sas au eooentric character, bul bad a 
warm heart end a geperous nature, aad he will bo mised by many 
who were recipients of his bounty. ; 

Whea frodie jumped from the Brookigu Bridge, or rather said 
he did, in 1686, he immediately leaped inte notoriety aud became a 
dime museum atiraction,ata large salary, es “the frat bridge 
jumper.” This was where he begat te turn the notoriety he had 
acquired into a money making propovition. He wopened his famous 
sporting resort on the Bowery, which, together with other ven- 
tures im the theatrical and sporting line, vetted him a snug 
furtune. 

Krodie’s barroom was for years regarded as one of the sights of 
the city. It wae hardly large cuough to hold Gf'y persons at ove 
time, but was the headquarters for the distinctly rough element. 

The walis were papered with photographs of the celcbrated 
puglilets of the past and present, as weil as of the ff 
fistic encounters that have taken ;lace within the last quarter 
ceutury. 

These decorations were due to the fact that Hrodie was an 
admirer of the fietio art, aud was an laterested spectator at all of 
the big fights that have taken place in the jast ten years. 

Beneath bis rough exterior Brodie bore a heart that warmly boat 
with «sympathy for leas fortunate fellows than bimeelf, When he 
was leaving the Bowery for Buffalo, a year ago, crowds of bis 
triends dropped iuto bis littie saloon to bid him geolby, aud some 
pleaded with him not to go. 

“Why shouldu't 17" he asked. ‘I've fed the hungry, clothed 
the naked and buried the dead iu fuffalo for the last teu years. 
Busy, | used to be a newsboy there, and that's ove reasoa why I 
like the place. Folks know me there, and they'll make me 
weleo we, eure, 

“Money 7 I've got it to bura, I made a pile here, and my wife's 
got $100,000 salied down. Do you thiuk I've been ruuning this 
joiut foueteen years for my health?" 

Brodie’s experience lu Buffalo was not a profitable one. One of 
his bartenders there decamped with §400. Speaking of bis loss, 
Steve remarked: 

“Well, I got it good and pleuty. I didu't think anybody ia 
ituffalo would do me like that. My heart is bowed down with 
sorrow to think that a guy I picked out of the gutter, fed with my 
own f.e4 aud treated like along lost bfother should have dove me 
dirt. It iau't the loss of the coiu that hurts, but to think I've been 
doue."’ 

Krodie was jealous of bis fame as a bridge jumper, whether it was 
hovestly acquired or vat, and was always ready to put up either aa 
orn orical or a fistioular argument whenever his credibility was 
reflected upon. He wanted nobody but himself to be ‘‘recoguised’ 
in this connection, for when he was informed about a year ago that 
aman who had jumped from the bridge intended to turn the 
adveuture to finauolal advantage by taking a “iauk drama’ 
company on the road, Steve sald: 

“Get out; the bridge jumping game is my own. I suppose he's 
got the right to make money by working my ‘graft,’ but it ain't 
professional. Itnvented the ‘drop game,’ and it alu't fair for 
another fellow to take away my fame." 

While Brodie wastu the Catskill! mounteins last summer, in 
almost the last stages of consumption, he sent for his wife from 
whom he had obtained a divorce, anda r iliation was effected 

“Bay, I know I ain’t got long to live and I want to tell you that 
I forgive you,” he said, ‘aud I hope you'll forgive me for any wrong 
I have doue you,” 

After a loug talk, amid tcars aud protestations of forgiveness, 
Steve said: 

I am going to do the square thing by you, old girl. I'm going 
to remember you iu my will.’ 

A fake report of Brodie’s death iu Chicago was made about a year 
agoad the announcement was made that his body woul! be 
brought te New York. A big crowd of fricuds and admirers 
assembled at the Grand Central station and awaited the arrival of 
the remains, ‘A hearse was in readiuess (0 trausfer them to his 
place in the Bowery aod « funeral corwge was arranged with 
hundreds of prominent New York sporting mef iu the proce-sion. 
The train arrived and to their astonishment the ‘‘Howery Koy’ 
stepped off as lively as a cricket. Io an instant he was surrounded 
by a handshaking and backsiapping crowd. 

“Here, cut it out!"’ shouted Brodie. ‘You'll kill me. sure 
enough. Say, you look as if you had never seen « dead man 
before | "* 

Krodie had been ill a year before he went to Texas. He leaves a 
son and two daughters, one of whom has ta\en the veil. He was 
born in this city forty-two years ngo.
